Ponce de Leon's Fountain of Youth had just been found to be a fact 
and not a fiction, it could scarcely Have attracted a greater multitude, 
remarks the editor of a Maryland daily . The Florida land-rush, says 
another Southern editor, is admittedly "the most remarkable boom of 
its kind in the history of such booms." Those on the spot report the 
motor-roads of the Peninsular State crowded with cars from every 
, State in the Union, while added streams of humanity arrive by train 
and steamship. The roadsides are dotted with tent-colonies of tourists 
and fortune-seekers. Werfeadof a new frontier and a new type of 
pioneer. 


But the dangers inherent in all boom conditions are not lacking in 


this case, and leading Floridans are themselves warning investors to 
be on their guard against land-sharks anJ "blue sky" schemers operat- 
ing in the name of the State, within and without its borders. A Florida 
delegation led by Gov. John W. Martin recently asked for the coopera- 
.tion" of the New York press in curbing fraudulent schemes designed to 


trade upon public interest in Florida's wave of prosperity. The Gov- 
ernor remarked tb/ri: if investors used "a quarter as much intelli- 
gence" in their dealings concernining Florida as in the ordinary run of 
their business, the danger of being victimized by swindlers would be 
slight. In behalf of his native State he pleaded earnestly for the truth 
-and nothing but the-truth.

estate," remarks the Jacksonville Florida Times-Union, which tells us 
that it was a Florida advertising club~ that procured Federal action 
against a band of alleged Chicago swindlers in Florida real estate.

from getting a. foothold are urged 
upon all county, 
city and village 
boaids ot health in Nebraska, by 
Chief Wilson of the 
state health 
bureau in a circular letter 
The 
bulletin says the number of cases 
of the disease reported from 
var- 
ious localities has be'-n inci easing, 
though there is no epidemic any- 
where. 
Dr Wilson advises that 
physi- 


cians keep close watch and reoort 
prompth e-iery 
case, quarantine 
the patient at oner, and Immunize 
persons who mav lia-\e 
been ex- 
posed. He recommends the Schick 
test and the use of toxin-antitoxin 
in each instance where the patient 
reacts to the test.

It is questionable whether that conspiracy to 
poison the minds of the people against the league 
would have 
been carried to fruition. 
Each month 


and each year find this same renunciation of the 
league correspondingly troublesome. 
If Mr. Cool- 


idge loses one of the two principal issues which h<2 
will present to c/ongress when it convenes next Dec- 
ember, his defeat will be chargeable to republican op_ 
position to the league some six years ago. If Mr. 
Coolidge finds his efforts to enhance American pres- 
tige abroad blocked and thwarted, the failure will 
not be entirely his bet' is chargeable to the attitude 
which the republican party took towards the league 
of nations.

The subject dearest to the president's heart, out- 


side of contiuned economy in government and a fur- 
the reduction of the tax burden, 'is American par. 
ticipatlon in the world court. 


Mr. Coolidge has given his unequivocal promise 


to urge American adhesion to and membership in 
the court. 


There is no doubt but that he is in deadly earnest 


on this subject. But at the first, opportunity, Sena- 
tor Borah, the most Imposing figure in the republi- 
can ranlrs in the United States 
senate, and by all 


odds one of the most virile republican leaders in 
America, makes known his unalterable opposition to 
such a course. 
Mr. Borah has his following in the 


senate. No one man commands a greater measure of 
respect for his intellectual activities and his orator- 
ical capacities than this same Borah. 
On a half a 


dozen occasions he has defeated the clearly expressed 


. wishes of the president. 


To the president's recommendation that America 


join the world court. Senator Borah made answer 
Tuesday night. It was a comparatively simple task. 
The world court, Senator Borah pointed out, was an 
agency of the league of nations, which America had 
repudiated. 
Its 
machinery 
Was so closely inter- 


linked with that of the league that its strength and 
its activities were dependent on the league. In the 
light of this situation, Senator Borah declared, it was 
unthinkable that America should link her destinies 
with a creature of the league. 


There will be many to dispute the assertion that 


America has rejected the league. It is a matter of 
question whether the great mass of voters were con- 
scious of passing upon the league issues when they 
cast their ballots. But you have it upon the word of 
the republican party and by the language of Mr. 
Coolidge himself, that this country definitely turned 
its face from the Geneva organization. 
Thus, unfor_ 


tunately Mr. Borah is supported by the indisputable 
evidence in this particular. 


* * * 


It is not only with respect to the world court that 


the ghost of the league of nations has risen up to 
confound Mr. Coolidge. 


No sooner had the historic conference at Locarno 


been concluded, giving to Europe and the world as 
it does the joyous news of a perfected security pro- 
gram which promises'" in a larger way an era of peace 
in Europe more than anr happening in the last cen- 
tury, than Mr. Coolidge decides the time is ripe for 
another disarmament agreement. 


The president put out "feelers." 
The agreements entered into at Locarno, whereby 


Germany, France, Great Britain, bind themselves to 
refrain from acts of agression or invasion oC each 
other's territory, with similar arrangements con- 
cerning Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, would give hope 
that the time had come when.it would be .possible 
lor Europe .to put away a few of her firearms. The 
mad race for armament seemingly was at an end. 


But Locarno came from the league of nations. 
The solemn pledges made there were the direct 


fruits of league action.. 


And France, mindful of that fact, reminded Mr. 


Coolidge that if a disarmament conference was to 
be held, the only suitable 
agenc^- under which it 


could carry out its purposes was the league of na- 
tions. No other machinery now exists, the French 
government informed America, whereby the agree- 
ments and promises made by the different countries 
to disarm, could be effectively fulfilled. 
Great Brit- 


ain shares this opinion. 
It is the view Of Italy. 


Germany is making preparations to enter the league 
of nations under the Locarno pact. W:thout the help 
of these nations what good can come out of a dis- 
armament conference? 
They have definitely indi- 


cated that they will only take it up through the good 
offices of the league. 


If the league is "dead," its ghost is on the job. - 


ANILINE DYES IN MEDICINE. 


•NTot all valuable discoveries in medicine are made 


* by accident. As a matter of fact most of them are 


the result of long and painstaking research and ex- 
perimentation. Sojne of them, however, are altogeth- 
er unlocked for and such Is the one disclosing an- 
iline dyes as antiseptics 
oc germicides, of value in 


the treatment of infected wounds or blood poisoning 
Doctors are" not as yet ready to proclaim that these 
products are a cure for infections, but it Is believed 
that a sufficient number of cases have piled up to 
prove their efficacy in local sterilization of infected 
tissue and surfaces. 


The discovery came about through the use of dyes 


in> laboratories for staining 
disease germs so that 


they might bo studied. The little microbes were too 
pale to be seen when smeared on glass and placed 
under the microscope so the scientist began to stain 
them »o that ho could see tut-in. 
For this purpose 


the aniline dyes were used and it was discovered that 
in working with live germs certain dyin caused the 
organisms to cease moving about, to cease to sent 
out spores or nouiish themselves and finally to die. 


By continuing the experiments it was found that 


different kinds of dyes acted on different kinds of 
germs. That kind of a dye which would act on one 
'ariety of bacteria had no effect whatever on an- 
other, but the right dyes were found for many dlf- 
erent kinds of rerms. The manner in whieh the dye 
cts has not been definitely determined, but It is, 


believed, according to the writer In the Scientific 
American, that it lessens the resistance of the bac. 
eria, thereby 
permitting the natural germicidal 


tower of the body to come Into play. 


There have .been strong objections to the several 
ntiseptic substances in most general use. Bichlor- 
de of mercury will kill the bacteria on the surface 
3ut will not penetrate tissue. Iodine, which is also 
onsidered 
a valuable antiseptic, is irritating and 


kills the tissue as well as the bacteria. For many - 
'ears experiments have been going on for the pur- 
pose of discovering an antiseptic harmless to the tis, 
ues, penetrating, and which might be injected into 
he blood. The aniline dyes, possessing many of these 
ualities, had been used to a great extent during the 
Vorld war, but interest in them was greatly stim- 
ulated during that conflict 'and they were' used to a 
arge extent in the treatment of wounds. Their use 
las increased since then. 


The injection of the dyes into the blood, for com- • 


>ating septicemia, or blood poison, has not been re- 
sorted to to any great extent as yet, and only in 
xtreme' cases. , It is said,, however, to have produced 
he most remarkable results and may eventually rev- 
ilutionize existing ideas of antiseptics. 


As all sorts of aniline dyes are now manufactured 


n the United States they are available to men o£ 
;cience at all times and under all circumstances, a 
:ondition which 
did not exist prior to the recent 


COLD COMFORT FOR JARDINE. 


Not much encouragement for American farmers is' 
ontained in the,warning statement issued by Secre- 
ary of Agriculture Jardine, intended to discourage 
any increase in wheat acreage next year. The sec- 
etary is doubtless right in his prediction that world 
production of wheat . will be considerably larger in 
1926 than it was this year, and that if the crop in 
his country is greater than its own needs the price 
will go down. But he proposes no alternative which 
might enable our grain growers to avoid this situa- 
ion. 
Appointed as a practical dirt farmer from the mid- 


dle west, Mr. Jardine seems to have become a convert 
o the Dawes idea that the only salvation for; Amer- 
can agriculture is to place artificial limits on. its 
mtput as a means of holding up prices for the things 
t has to sell. But, like Mr. Dawes and other ex- 
ponents of that theory, he fails to tell how^he farm- 
er is going to live and support his family without 
making- full use of his land in growing crops. 


Perhaps he means that more corn and oats should 


be grown. 
or more, potatoes and alfalfa. 
But if , 


armers generally turn their attention to those crops, 
will not the market prices for them fall the same-as 
n the case of wheat? 


The Dawes-Jardine remedy, in its ultimate appli- 


:ation, can mean but one thing. That is, ,that farmers 
must let part-of their lands lie idle and raise^nothing; 
more than thjs country Itself will consume!. Then, 
under cover of the tariff on wheat, corn and other 
products, they will receive better prices for what 
hey do raise. 


They must not expect to grow a surplus for export, 


to other countries. 
Not for them the .benefits of 


foreign trade. It is only for the manufacturers of 
automobiles and shoes and aluminumware'and harv- 
esting- machiner/'and hundreds of other fabricated 
commodities who have any right to expect help from 
our government in establishing overseas markets. It 
s the farmer's business just to feed the rest of the 
population in the United States, and stop there, while 
.he manufacturers, with the benevolent assistance of 
Washington, ship their -^cds across the ocean and 
sell to the peoples of other countries. 


Even though he may realize that tractors, binders 


harvesters, threshers, and numerous other products 
of "American factories 
are^sent abroad and sold at 


prices far below what he himself pays—thanks to the 
tariff—and that^ these "things are used to increase 
agricultural production elsewhere to compete with 
himself in the markets of the world, he must not 
complain. 


And while our tariff-protected industries are run- 


ning at full blast turning out the machinery and 
commodities to help foreign agriculturists drive the 
American ^farmer out of those markets, he is bland- 
y assured by the head of the federal department 
of agriculture 
that he should curtail production, 


when production is the very thing- upon which he de- 
pends for his livelihood. 


One cannot help wonderiiK* what Henry Ford or 


the Standard Oil Co., or the International Harvester 
Ho., or Mr. Mellon's aluminum company, would think 
f they were admonished by a member of the presi- 
dent's cabinet not to ship any goods abroad, but to 
close down the lants as soon'as they had produced 
enough to supply the domestic demand.' 


MAN AND PERFECTION 


Out of 400,000 people examined in twelve years. Dr. 


Eugene Lyman Fisk. medical director of the Life 
Extension institute, declared not one was found to 
be physically perfect. More than 60 per cent of those 
examined were found to be-ki need of some important 
medical attention and practically all have required 
some modification in the mode of living. 


What constitutes the physicallv perfect man or wo- 


man is purely, a matter of conjecture. 
Medical sci- 


ence has formulated its own ideas but even it" is 
admittedly subject to human error. 


It has frequently been suggested that primitive and 


elemental methods of existence tend to develop phys_ 
cal perfection. There seemingly is some support for 
this theory. In the plant world, particularly in the 
matter of flowers, It is not uncommon to encounter 
what is pronounced to be a perfect specimen. And 
among tbe 
wild animals 
of the 
forest and the 


tiills, it is not infrequent to find a glorious repre- 
sentative of the particular species. But if the tape 
ino and the measure are inplied to them with tiia 
•same exactitude that they 'are to the human being, 
the same defects would be discovered.

Thc important fact is that/life is being lengthened 


for the average individual. In the last half century 
the normal life span has been lengthened to nearly 
twice what it was-in the sixties and seventies. While 
the human race jnay be far from physically perft-ot, 
t is enough to know that it is healthier aiid stronger 
than it has ever been before in history and that tbe 
boy and the girl coming into this world have a larg- 
er chance at life than they have ever had hereto- 
fore.

keeping them open and continuing 
the expense of their operation.

creased over two hundred millions 
in the last 15 years,'

continued, "whereas the population 
of Nebraska has increased bj»*>nly 
300 000 people in 35 years. In 1890 
the per capita deposits in Nebras- 
ka state banks was $17.50. In 1910 
it had grown to $59. On June 30, 
1925, 
it had reached'the amazing 


sum of $206, for every man/ woman 
and child in Nebraska. 
Wo have 
compared this with 
other states, 


but, so far, have found none with 
so high an 
average, the 
nearest 


approach being in Kansas, which, 
also, has a guaranty law. Since our 
law'went into effect in 
January, 


1911, deposits in 
Nebraska 
state 


banks have increased 394 per cent. 
"State banks of Nebraska now 


have on deposit an amount 
equal 


to the high point reached in boom 
times. This indicates the tremend- 
ous influence which the 
guaranty 


law has had on the 
public mind 
when 
supplemented 
by the fact 


that all actual deposits In failed in- 
stitutions have been paid in full. 
"The principal complaint against 


the guaranty law is that it penal- 
izes the good banks for the acts of 
those less favorably located, or in- 
efficiently managed, or both. Pos- 
sibly a guaranty law for state and 
national 
banks 
could be drawn, 


based upon certain payments levied 
on 
banks 
guilty of violations of 


laws, or rulings, and sums, so de- 
rived, deposited in a guaranty fund 
for the payment of losses. Soon all 
banks would be properly managed, 
violations 
rare, and 
failures few. 


With the law allowed.five years in 
which to grow, and bankers given 
this 
opportunity to 
accumulate 


good habits and banks, the funds 
will always be .solvent. 


Asks Commission's Support.
